Washing ton, Jan. 14 (A.P.) — 
The House today ag reed to vote 
tomorrow on the two billion dol­ 
lar reconstruction finance cor­ 
poration bill already approved 
by the Senate. 


Valley City , N. D„ Jan. 14 
(A.P. i — State democratic party 
leaders said they looked to the 
North Dakota democratic con­ 
vention, opening today , to bring 
Gov. Franklin D. Roosevelt of 
New York into the open as a 
presidential candidate. 
In view of sentiment in favor 
of the New York g overnor at 
county conventions, they said 
they reg arded Roosevelt’s en­ 
dorsement by the state conven­ 
tion as a certainty . Heads of the 
North Dakota party planned to 
communicate results of today ’s 
vote to the g overnor as soon as 
completed. 
A majority of the deleg ates to 
the convention came instructed 
to vote for Roosevelt. Members 
of the state democratic central 
committee, meeting y esterday , 
ex pressed 
themselves 
unani­ 
mously in favor of Roosevelt. 
Roosevelt will be asked by a 
resolution 
of the convention, 
said Fred McLean, Grand Forks, 
secretary of the party , to an­ 
nounce his candidacy so his 
name may be placed on the 
North Dakota presidential pref­ 
erence ballot at the March 15 
primary . 
Confidence was ex ­ 
pressed by McLean, who recently 
returned from the national dem­ 
ocratic committee meeting at 
Washing ton, that R oos e ve l t 
would g rant permission to be en­ 
tered in the primary . 
Georg e T. Murray of Berthold 
said he intended to present the 
name of his brother, Gov. Wil­ 
liam ‘Alfalfa Bill” Murray of 
Oklahoma as a democratic pres­ 
idential candidate. 


Washing ton, Jan. 14 (A.P.) — 
The final stag e of consideration 
for the reconstruction corpora­ 
tion bill beg an today in the 
House with an early vote in 
sig ht. 
General debate ended, the $2,- 
000,000,000 business relief pro­ 
ject started running the g aunt­ 
let 
of 
amendment 
proposals. 
Some of the leaders ex pected the 
process to be completed in time 
for a vote tonig ht but g eneral 
ex pectation was that passag e 
would not come before tomorrow. 
Tax ation 
plans, 
meanwhile, 
continued the center of inter­ 
est, with more testimony on the 
advisability of hig her rates in 
the present emerg ency . This was 
collected by the House way s and 
means committee which called 
before it C. B. Clark, of Detroit, 
representative of the National 
Retail 
Dry g oods 
association. 
Benjamin C. Marsh, ex ecutive 
secretary of the people’s lobby , 
also had prepared for the com­ 
mittee a statem ent urg ing heavy 
increases in tax ation on larg e 
incomes and estates to avert 
widespread repudiation of pri­ 
vate debts. Yesterday Secretary 
Mellon told the committee of the 
need for more revenue. 
After passing the amended 
House measure to increase cap­ 
italization of the Federal Land 
banks, the Senate spent today 
in recess, devoting itself to com­ 
mittee work, hearing s and inves-

Washing ton, Jan. 14— (A.P.)— 
Advisers of President Hoover are 
scanning the lists of available 
names for a successor to Oliver 
Wendell Holmes on the supreme 
court, and present speculation 
points to a choice from the 
southwest. 
This section of the country now 
is unrepresented on the hig h tri­ 
bunal. Neither President Hoover 
nor any of his aides have indi­ 
cated any choice in this direction 
y et, but it is understood the sub­ 
ject has been discussed with 
Postmaster General Brown, in­ 
timate of the president. 
Calling at the capitol y ester­ 
day he talked to senate republi­ 
can leaders including Senator 
Watson of Indiana, and Moses of 
New Hampsire. They are 
un­ 
derstood to have recommended 
Senator Walsh of Montana, in 
case the president should deter­ 
mine to pick a democrat. Also 
they endorsed Senator Bratton 
of New Mex ico. 
These two stand out among 
the democratic possibilities, but 
the names of two circuit court 
judg es, Georg e T. McDermott of 
Topeka, Kansas, and Arba S. 
Van Valkenburg h of Kansas City , 
are heard in the speculation. 
There is no assurance th at the 
president will fill the place of 
Holmes, a republican, with a 
democrat, but should he, it is be­ 
lieved 
the 
streng th 
behind 
Walsh would g ive him the post. 
The Atlantic Seaboard is the 
one section ruled out of present 
speculation 
on 
the successor. 
Four of the eig ht members of the 
court now come from the east.

John W. Davis, the democratic nominee for presi­ 
dent in 19 24, is well liked by Hoover. He is a West Virg inia attorney .

Chicag o, Jan. 14—(A.P.)—Na­ 
ture is about to quit joking and 
g et down to the business of pro­ 
ducing some real winter weather 
in the middlewest. 
Flowers have been blooming , 
g reen g rass has been g rowing , 
g olfers have been g olfing and 
birds th at ordinarily g o south 
for the winter have been stay ing 
in this section, 
but winter’s 
balmy day s are about over for 
the time being a t least. 
A cold wave w^s predicted for 
today with a temperature of 20 
above zero, compared with 58 
deg rees y esterday which was the 
hottest January 13 on record. 
The previous record was in 189 4, 
when it was 47. 
The Illinois Audubon society 
and the Chicag o Ornitholog ical 
society reported there were 24 
species of birds that have elected 
to remain near Chicag o for the 
winter instead of g oing south, as 
they usually do.

1931 DEATH AGE IM COUNTY IS HIGHER THAN NATION 


Av erag e Ag e o f Perso ns Who Died 
in Rushv ille City Last Year 
Was Almo st 50 , While Tho se 
in Rural Districts Liv ed Six 
Years Lo ng er. 


The averag e death rate for 
the city of Rushville during 19 31 
was 49 .78 y ears according to a 
report compiled from the records 
of Dr. E. I. Wooden, county and 
city health commissioner. This 
record was taken from the num ­ 
ber of deaths in the city and 
the ag e at which the persons 
died. 
In the townships the averag e 
ag e was 55.9 8 y ears in compari­ 
son to the 49 .78 y ears as listed 
for the city . Totalling these two 
averag es Yhe averag e death rate 
for both the townships and the 
city is 52.88 y ears. The averag e 
death rate for the nation is ap­ 
prox imately 44 y ears and taking 
this into consideration, 
R us h 


county is far above the averag e 
for the country . 
In the city of Rushville there 
was a total of 75 deaths and 107 
births listed 
for 
19 31 
which 
makes 1.8 births to every death 
during the y ear. In compiling 
these statistics many interesting 
notes were conspicuous, among 
these was th at the g reatest num ­ 
ber of births occurred during the 
month o{ Aug ust with 13, while 
the g reatest number of. deaths 
also occurred during the month 
of Aug ust with 10, in the city . 
The most interesting fact to note 
in calculating the death rate or 
averag e ag e of the deceased for 
he y ear was the six y ears differ­ 
ence between the residents of 
the city and townshiDs. Many 
contributing facts m ig ht be ad­ 
vanced for the solution to this 
ang le. 
In the townships there were 
183 births in comparison to 120 
deaths which makes 1.35 births 
to every death. This ratio is 
slig htly hig her than in the city 


of Rushville which means th at 
the population in the rural dis­ 
tricts is increasing slig htly more 
rapidly than in the city , there 
being 1.30 births to every death 
in the city . The g reatest number 
of births occurred in Rushville 
township during 19 31 with 22 
being reported, and Posey and 
Walker following with 19 and 18, 
respectively . 
The g reatest number of deaths 
in the townships occurred in 
Rushville township with 21, and 
18 in Posey and 14 in Anderson. 
Orang e township had the lowest 
death rate of any township dur­ 
ing the vear with 6 7.6 6 y ears list­ 
ed for the averag e ag e a t which 
the persons died; Posey , being 
6 3.89 y ears, Anderson 6 1.85 y ears 
and Union 6 0.2 y ears being not 
far behind t>e leader in this 
g roup. 
Other interesting items ob­ 
tained in the compiling of these 
statistics showed th at the g reat­ 
est number of births in the town­ 
ships occurred during the month

of April with 22 being listed and 
the g reatest number of deaths in 
the townships was in the month 
of March with 14 being reported. 
There was a total of -15 still­ 
born babies or infants th at dipd 
under the ag e of six months in 
the city during the y ear while 
there were only 11 listed in the 
townships with the increase of 
the number of deaths in town­ 
ships over the city during the 
y ear. This last fact is puzzling 
taking into the consideration 
th a t there were many more 
births listed in the townships 
than in the city .

Go v . Judd Turns to Defend 
Himself Ag ainst Co n­ 
g ressio nal Ire. 


Honolulu, Jan. 14— (A.P.)—Aft­ 
er calling a special session of the 
territorial leg islature to consid­ 
er Honolulu’s crime situation, 
Governor Lowrence M. Judd to­ 
day turned to defending himself 
ag ainst cong ressional blame for 
the present state of affairs. 
Meanwhile a new case of a t­ 
tempted assault upon a woman 
àttracted attention along with 
the forthcoming leg islative ses­ 
sion, and the g rand jury session 
tomorrow to consider indictment 
of a society matron, a navy lieu­ 
tenant and two enlisted men ac­ 
cused of killing a suspected as­ 
sailant of the officer’s y oung 
wife. 
Philander B. Gray , 31-y ear-old 
Tex an, was arrested y esterday , 
officers said, while he was strug ­ 
g ling with a 21-y ear-old Portu­ 
g uese 
woman. 
She 
preferred 
charg es. 
The leg islature was called to 
meet nex t Monday . Its primary 
consideration is ex pected to be 
reorg anization of Honolulu’s po­ 
lice department, which has been 
widely criticized as inefficient 
and subject to political m anipu­ 
lation. 
Immediately after calling the 
special session, Governor Judd 
sent to Secretary Wilbur of the 
interior departm ent a strong ly 
worded protest ag ainst criticism 
in the house naval subcommittee 
of instructions to the jury which 
tried five men on charg es of a t­ 
tacking the bride of Lieut. Tho­ 
mas H. Massie, U. S. N. 
The sub-committee « declared 
the judg e’s instructions were a 
• thinly veiled instruction to ac­ 
quit.” The g overnor countered 
th at there was “some sinister, 
ulterior motive in the back­ 
g round” of the sub-committee’s 
action. 
Not long after the g overnor’s 
protest, he learned he himself 
was blamed by the same sub­ 
committee as contributing to the 
boldness of Honolulu’s lawless 
element. 
He promised a detailed reply 
after he had conferred today 
with Judg e A. M. Cristy , who is 
returning 
from 
Hilo, 
Hawaii, 
with “material facts” in one of 
the cases being studied by the 
sub-committee.
